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BARRY READY TO FICHT 

Boxing legend Barry McGuigan is gearing up for his next fight - against plans by a Faversham strawber¬ 
ry grower to construct up to 8,000 polytunnels on his doorstep near Dargate. 

The proposed expansion was rejected by planners at Swale council in August 2008, but owners of the 
Hernhill Nursery have vowed to continue to appeal. With 5.4 metre-high plastic structures, the original 
plan was rejected on biodiversity grounds and also because of the visual impact of the scheme. 

Parish councilors and residents including the sportsman have vowed to continue protest against the 
planning application. The appeal will be heard on May 11.

THE future of Faversham has been 
bolstered after the town received 
more than £200,000 to invest in 
the historic centre. 

The money was secured by the Faversham 
Enterprise Partnership (FEP) as part of their 
town revival scheme, designed to protect and 
develop its business community 

FEP co-ordinator Ima Rix said: “Coming up 
with a regeneration strategy under the 
Faversham revival banner has enabled us to 
put together a £203,000 funding package to 
help local business and the town centre, with 
nearly half the money - £101,000 - coming 
from SEEDA. Contributions have also come 
from Kent and Swale councils.” 

“The Faversham Revival project was 
launched last March and was designed to 
attract funding for projects that will improve 
the town centre and prospects for its traders. 

“It’s been great to be able to bring this to 
fruition. Many other towns don’t have the 
Faversham’s self-help ethos and don’t reap the 
benefits it brings.” 

Ms Rix said the money would be used to 
fund a number of regeneration projects includ¬ 
ing training for members of the business com¬ 
munity, improved lighting and marketing. 

FEP manager Laurence Young said: “It is 
widely recognised that well-maintained and 
attractive town centres act as business mag¬ 
nets, drawing in people for work, shopping and 
leisure. 

“Support from local councils and business 
has been fantastic, particularly at a time of

AN ALCOHOL control zone 
in Faversham town centre 
was hailed a huge success 
after seeing a significant 
drop in anti-social behav¬ 
iour on its first weekend. 

The scheme, launched on March 
17, saw trouble decrease to just one 
incident on Friday and Saturday, 
March 19 and 20. 

Swale community safety officer 
Charlotte Hudson said: “We have 
already seen some great results. On 
its first weekend in place, we had 
only one alcohol-related incident, 
which is significantly below the num¬ 
bers we would usually expect on 
Friday and Saturday nights.” 

Not satisfied with just hearing the 
results, Ms Hudson together with 
members of the community safety 
unit took to the streets of Faversham 
on Monday to talk to people and busi¬ 
nesses in the town. 

“We felt this was a great opportuni¬ 
ty to get out in the community to 
deliver the message and answer any 
questions personally” she said. 

“We were met by a very positive 
public response, with almost every 
resident and business owner that we 
spoke to welcoming the alcohol con¬ 
trol zone. 

“We also posted leaflets at public 
buildings such as the library, super¬ 
markets and off-licences.” 

Alcohol control zones are put in 
place by local authorities using dele¬ 
gated powers to tackle trouble 
hotspots associated with criminal or 
anti-social behavior. 

There are now four control zones in 
Swale, and Faversham follows the 
success of schemes already running 
in Sittingbourne, Sheerness and

Leysdown. Within the specified areas 
police have the power to require the 
surrender of alcohol and containers, 
with those who fail to comply liable 
for arrest and prosecution. 

A spokesman for Swale council said 
the goals of the scheme were clear, 
adding: “Our aim is to ensure resi¬ 
dents, businesses and visitors are 
able to enjoy the benefits of 
Faversham, Sittingbourne and 
Sheppey. 

“This should be without risk or fear 
of any nuisance or disorder caused by 
the behaviour of a few people intoxi¬ 
cated by alcohol in public. 

“The order is not designed to stop 
the fun of the majority of well- 
behaved people enjoying the town, 
but if a police officer or council war¬ 
den asks you to stop drinking in a 
public place because you are causing 
a nuisance and you fail to do so, this 
could result in a criminal prosecution 
and a fine of up to £500.”

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Summer threatens 
to beat all records 

BROGDALE’S record for the hottest 
place in the country could be under 
threat this year, say experts. 

The Faversham village reached 
the UK’s highest recorded tempera¬ 
ture at 38.5 Celsius or 101.3 fahren- 
heit on August 10, 2003. 

Positive Weather Solutions (PWS) 
has predicted this record will be 
smashed as average temperatures 
in June, July and August beat even 
those from 1976 - when summer 
temperatures exceeded 32 Celsius 
for 15 consecutive days. 

PWS has out-predicted the Met 
Office for the last two years and says 
it is confident Britain will see a bar¬ 
becue summer. 

A spokesman said: “There will be 
stifling temperatures making it pos¬ 
sibly the warmest UK summer on 
record and placing it at least in the 
top three warmest summers ever. 


Trader who sold beer 
to kids risks licence 

A KEMSLEY shop will have its 
licence to sell alcohol reviewed after 
it was caught selling lager to under 
age youths. 

Owner of Lakeside News in Todd 
Crescent, Andrew Cansdale has 
held an alcohol licence since October 
2009 but police are now seeking a 
review of its conditions after catch¬ 
ing several under-age youths who 
bought lager from the shop. 

Among the conditions police have 
asked for before the licence is 
renewed are the installation of 
CCTV equipment, training for staff 
members and the display of posters 
on the premises highlighting the 
conditions of the sale of alcohol. 

The renewal will be discussed at a 
meeting of the sub-licensing com¬ 
mittee at Swale House, East Street, 
Sittingbourne, at 10.30am on 
Tuesday, March 30.

A WIFE beater from Sittingboume 
evaded prison after telling a court 
the terrifying attack on his partner 
“wasn’t as bad as it looks on paper”. 

Charlie James Mullett, of Phillipa Court, was 
last week convicted by town magistrates of 
assaulting Kerry Comsitt. 

He was caught when police, who were fixing a 
CCTV camera near the family home, heard 
shouting from a house. They rushed to inter¬ 
vene after witnessing Ms Comsitt being 
dragged across the front garden by her hair, 
back into the property, after she tried to escape. 

In the house, police found Ms Comsitt begging 
Mullett to hand over their infant child. He 
would eventually thrust it into the arms of one 
of the officers. 

Dressed in jeans and a jumper, Mullett told 
the court the attack sounded worse that it was. 

He said “I understand I did wrong and my 
relationship has broken down as a result of my 
violence, but I don’t think it’s as bad as it sounds 
on paper. I didn’t think it would be treated this 
seriously.” 

Magistrate Tina Richards told him: “This type 
of assault could result in a prison sentence. 

“What makes it more serious is it is a domes¬ 
tic assault, there was a child involved and you 
caused harm and injury.” 

Despite the warning, Mullett was given a 24- 
month community order and told to attend a 
domestic violence rehabilitation programme 

Ms Comsitt, who suffered bruising, did not 
appear in court. She no longer lives with 


Mullett. In the last year, Kent police received 
more than 20,000 calls for help from victims of 
domestic violence but just 1,700 charges were 
brought, as victims fear going through the court 
process and seeking help. 

Rebecca Parry, Swale’s domestic abuse coordi¬ 
nator, urged victims of domestic violence get 
professional advice. 

She said: “The one-stop shop in Sittingboume 
provides an opportunity for victims of domestic 
abuse and their families to access a variety of 
agencies. Whether you’re looking for advice and 


support or want to leave an abusive situation, 
it’s vital to access the right advice - from safety 
through to finances. 

“We have agencies offering advice on housing, 
floating support, legal advice, general support 
and housing benefit.” 

The one-stop shop is open on Tuesday morn¬ 
ings from 9:30 to 11am at Phoenix House, 
Central Avenue, Sittingboume.

Convicted abuser's 
child porn images 


A PERVERT from the Isle of Sheppey con¬ 
victed of 20 child pornography offences 
has been jailed for three and a half years. 

Alan Hannaby, of Ranelagh Road, 
Sheemess, last week pleaded guilty at 
Maidstone Magistrates’ Court to ten 
offences of distributing indecent images of 
children and ten offences of making inde¬ 
cent images of children. 

The 51-year-old was caught after police 
searched his home in December, 2008, and 
found almost 2,500 images, including 30 
so disturbing they were classified as level 
five, which includes sadism and bestiality. 

The court heard how Hannaby had pre¬ 
vious convictions for indecent assault on 
two girls and inciting gross indecency and 
gross indecency in 1995. 

After the trial, Det Con Mark Tyler said: 
“Hannaby has repeatedly demonstrated 
he is a danger to children. His distribution 
of images of children being abused 
encourages further abuse and continues 
to victimise vulnerable children featured 
in the pictures.”

Batt targeted his first victim, a 13- 
year-old schoolboy, on a train 
between Sittingboume and 
Sheemess on February 23, 2007. 

He prevented the boy from leaving 
the train, threatening him with vio¬ 
lence until he passed over his mobile 
phone. 

Batt’s next targets were two 15- 
year-old boys returning from a day 
out in London on March 9, 2007. 

He cornered the boys, threatening 
them with violence unless they 
handed over cash. The lads handed 
over their money but were noticed 
by friends who called the police. 

Officers found Batt hiding in a car 
park at Rochester station. 

After the verdict, Det Sgt Allan 
Thomson said: “Batt targeted his 
victims because they were young, 
vulnerable and afraid of being 
attacked if they didn’t comply. This 
despicable behaviour is nothing 
short of bullying and will always be 
met with zero tolerance by police. 

“Despite being subjected to fright¬ 
ening experiences, the victims were

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Hard graft over 

for workers at 
fruit museum 


HORTICULTURALISTS at the 
world’s largest fruit museum are 
having a well-earned rest after 
grafting more than 30,000 fruit 
trees this year. 

Grafting season is the busiest time for gar¬ 
deners at the Brogdale Farm-based fruit collec¬ 
tion near Faversham, who have a finite period 
of time to get the work done. 

Brogdale Farm manager Martin Cooper 
explained: “You can graft any type of fruit on to 
a standard base. We are the largest fruit muse¬ 
um in the world and we can graft and grow any 
type of fruit tree. Last year we grafted chestnut 
trees for the Duchy of Cornwall and we culti¬ 
vated an apple tree for Prince Charles. 

“Our most popular graft has always been and 
remains the Isaac Newton apple tree, but we 
also get a lot of requests for the Scrumptious 
apple - a crisp, sweet red apple. 

“The chosen fruit branch is dipped in a wax 
seal and then taped to the branch of the root 
stock. The root stocks are about two to three 
years old - full of energy and vigour. We use

these because they are healthy so the grafting 
is more likely to be successful. When the graft¬ 
ed branch releases sap we know it’s worked. 

“Essentially, grafting is the better science for 
tree growing. If you want Braebum apples and 
simply sow the seeds in the ground you can’t be 
absolutely sure you will get pure Braebum or 
something mixed. Grafting gets around this.” 

More than 2,200 different varieties of apple, 
550 of pear, 350 of plum, 320 of cherry together 
with smaller collections of bush fruits, nuts and 
grapes are grown in 150 acres of beautiful 
orchards. The trees are owned by the 
Department of Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs (DEFRA) and maintained by a small, 
specialist team working at Brogdale Farm. 

David Morrice has been tree grafting for more 
than 40 years. He said: “It’s possible, by using 
various techniques such as cold store, to extend 
the grafting season to May, but generally the 
bulk of our work is done between January and 
March. The most I’ve done myself is 20,000 
grafts and that’s a lot to get through.”

With grafting season almost over, the small 
team of workers look forward to a two-week 
rest before the onset of the blossoming season, 
which will bring with it more than 30,000 
tourists.

Councillors to 
switch to polling 
every four years 

COUNCIL elections will take place 
every four years, in line with the nation¬ 
al system after councillors voted for a 
change to the system. 

Whole council elections will replace the 
old system where one-third of the coun¬ 
cil was re-elected every three years out of 
four. The complicated system was 
blamed for a low turn-out of voters and 
for being a destabilising influence on the 
authority. 

It now seems likely that history will be 
made in 2011 when every Swale council¬ 
lor will stand for re-election at the same 
time. However it’s bad news for those 
due to stand in May this year as it will 
mean they will have to stand again in 
2011. 

Leader of the council, Andrew Bowles, 
said: ‘We hope residents will seize the 
opportunity the new voting system will 
give them and will use their right to 
vote. The new system should make it 
much clearer for residents to identify 
who their elected representative is and 
councillors will now be able to concen¬ 
trate on council business safe in the 
knowledge they are all elected on a four- 
year term.” 

Voters who want to take part in this 
year’s nation and local election process 
must register by 5pm, April 20. This is 
also the deadline for those who wish to 
apply for a postal vote or to change or 
cancel an existing absent vote arrange¬ 
ment. 

The deadline for proxy votes is April

A You're somewhat of a panto pro, how long have you been 
^involved in pantomime? 

A I’ve done 28 years of panto, so I’ve done 
quite a lot of this type of work. I’ve never 
done this show, but I’ve done musicals and 
plays - I did Mel Brooks’ The Producers the 
year before last, so I’ve done a fair few bits and 
pieces. 


Q How many times have you performed at the Central 
Theatre? 

A Loads of times because I live here. I live in 
Rochester, so I know the area well. It’s one 
of the reasons for doing this for me. I can get 
home every night. Normally at this time of the 
year we’re out on the road. This year, for a 
month, I can get home every night which 
makes a change for me.

What are you looking forward to in this role? 


A Everyone knows the story of the Wizard of 
Oz and the kids know the characters. You 
haven’t got to build the character up. When 
the producer asked me to do it, he said you 
could do whatever you want. I thought I’d do 
the scarecrow as I could wear my own clothes.

How does being live on stage compare to working for 
[tv? 

When you’re doing live stuff, you’ve got the 
experience of the live audience to react to 


you straight away. You know what their feed¬ 
back is straight away. What you see is what 
you get [on stage], you can’t go back and say 
‘oh, sorry can we do that again, I mucked it up.’ 

QHow significant was Tm a Celebrity../? 

A lt was three weeks of my life that I really 
enjoyed, but everyone asks if it was life¬ 
changing. No, it was like going on a rubbish 
holiday with 15 people you’ll never want to see 
again, then coming back like Elvis for three 
weeks. I’m not knocking it - if they asked me to 
do it again, I’d do it at the drop of a hat. I loved 
it. You came back a stone and a half lighter 
and constipated. 

Q What are you looking forward to in the live show? What 
are you expecting from the audience? 

A All these types of shows, you can rehearse 
for weeks on end but there is always some¬ 
thing missing - the audience. That’s why our 
rehearsal schedule is quite tight. 

We only have about eight days of rehearsals. 
If you go over and over it, you’re not sure if it 
is funny anymore. 

Once the audience get in front of you, they’re 
the ones that tell you if it is any good. 
Especially the kids, they are brutally honest. 
Adults will sit through two and a half hours of 
cack but kids, if they are bored, will get up, go 
to the toilet, text their mates or whatever. It’s 
a different type of show working for kids. 


Q So would you say it is important to introduce them to 
the theatre then? 

A Yes. At the moment, all the kids know is 
what is behind a video screen. What’s on 
the Playstation or X-box, what’s on the com¬ 
puter or email or on the telly with 300 chan¬ 
nels. So when they get into a theatre, they’re 
like ‘I didn’t know it was like this.’ I think it is 
important kids are introduced to live theatre. 


Q What type of shows do you like to watch when you are 
looking on to the stage? 

A Over the past couple of years with my son, 
who’s 21 and an actor, we’ve said we have 
to see all these shows that have been running 
for 22-23 years. They’ve been running because 
they have something special about the show. 
So we’ve been to see Les Mis, The Phantom of 
the Opera and others. 


Q 


What is the best show you've been to see? 


A The best one we’ve seen is the Woman in 
Black. It’s been running for 24 years now. 
It’s a horror story and a ghost story. There are 
two people and they play about 12 characters 
each and it blew me away. 

There’s no set and it’s all done with lighting 
and a bit of net curtain. It’s the experience of 
live theatre and of two people holding an audi¬ 
ence for two and a half hours. That is what live 
theatre is all about, experiencing something, 
not just watching it on a dead screen.

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Circus skills open up trio's 
path to future in the arts

AFTER juggling the needs of thou¬ 
sands of children over six years, 
the efforts of an innovative youth 
arts worker are paying dividends. 

Tom Kellett has worked at Sittingbourne 
Community College since 2005 and uses cir¬ 
cus skills to engage youngsters who would 
otherwise struggle to fit into the standard aca¬ 
demic system. 

And so successful has the SittCom Circus 
been that three youngsters are preparing to 
forge careers from it. 

Sixteen-year-old Kieran Allen believes join¬ 
ing the group at the age of 11 changed the 
course of his life and he has set his sights on 
becoming a performer. 

Kieran said: “As soon as I heard about the 
circus I was interested. I was very shy and had 
problems engaging with people or making 
friends, but this was something I could do. I 
found I was good at something. 

“The skills are never ending and I’ve not 
stopped learning since I started. I’ve also per¬ 
formed solo on stage, which is something I 
never believed I was capable of. Just standing 
here talking to a journalist would have been 
way out of my reach. 

“While I’m learning carpentry as a back-up, 
I’d really like to do this full-time and we are 
searching for an agent.” 


Kieran isn’t the only circus prodigy to have 
set his sights on the bright lights. Between 
juggling and unicycling 17-year-old Jack 
Leech also studies dance, singing and acting 
and hopes to go to continue his studies at uni¬ 
versity. 

Jack said: “Tom is really good at his job. This 
has been a good way for me to make friends 
and feel less isolated. I hope to go to universi¬ 
ty now and have a career in the arts.” 

Shane Harris, 17, admits he struggled aca¬ 
demically and had a rocky road at school, until 
getting involved in the circus. 


He hopes to use his skills and become a 
youth worker. He said: “I got in a lot of trouble 
and was bored at school. I was in the lower 
sets. This has given me a different outlet. Tom 
is someone you can trust and makes you feel 
safe.” 

Mr Kellett said: “All kids are good at some¬ 
thing, it’s just a question of finding what it is 
and engaging with them. They are the ones 
that achieve and do the work. I just do my job.”

Rapid response to 
decline of swifts 

IT’S a swift decline the RSPB is desper¬ 
ately trying to halt and the organisation 
is asking Swale to help. 

Swift numbers have fallen rapidly in 
recent years and while the RSPB is not 
sure why, staff believe it could be 
because of the increase in building work 
or demolition. 

The bird charity’s Sarah Niemann 
said: ‘We want to build up a detailed 
inventory of the location of swifts and 
want people to report likely settlements 
or sightings. 

We know swift strongholds are in 
older parts of our cities, towns and vil¬ 
lages and it’s imperative we find out 
where so we can help to stop the decline. 

“These birds don’t touch down for two 
years after they first leave the nest and 
we need to ensure they have a safe, 
secure place to settle when they come 
down to breed. The call of the swift 
marks the start of the summer and to 
think we may lose them is devastating.”

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Air ambulance searches 
lor its fundraising heroes 



TWENTY years ago Kent’s emer¬ 
gency services changed forever 
with the introduction of a dedicat¬ 
ed air ambulance crew. 

Within just a week of its launch, eight people 
- two of whom would have almost certainly 
died - were saved by the service. 

And since its introduction in 1990, this 
figure has soared, with hundreds now safe and 
well thanks to the committed crew. 

But officials at the Kent Air Ambulance 
Trust have admitted the real heroes are those 
who spend their time raising vital cash to fund 
the £1.7 million needed annually to keep the 
service running. 

And to show their appreciation, a special 
awards ceremony, sponsored by KOS Media, is 
being held to mark the 20th anniversary and 
thank the fundraisers. 

John Tickner, chief executive of Kent Air 
Ambulance, said the awards - the first of their 
kind - acknowledge the huge support the 
charity has in the county. 

He said. “This year marks a special anniver¬ 
sary in the life of the air ambulance, but this 
has only been made possible by the generosity 
of the people in Kent.” 

Since 1991, almost every penny of the £1.7m 
needed per year has come from public dona¬ 
tions, with funds paying for doctors, fuel, 
training, equipment and medication. Officials 
are hoping to raise even more money so the 
service can also run through the night. 

And in 1998, when a crash took the lives of 
pilot Graham Budden and paramedics Mark 
Darby and Tony Richardson, donations flooded 
in for a new helicopter bearing the initials of 
the casualties. 

Lynn Hyder, county fundraiser at the air 
ambulance, said the charity is now inviting 
nominations from the public saying who they 
think should be commended for their fund¬ 
raising efforts. 

Ms Hyder said: “All these inspiring people 
have helped save lives through their generosi¬ 
ty and we think these awards are a fitting 
tribute to show our thanks.” 

The black tie ceremony is being held at the 
Leas Cliff Hall in Folkestone on May 8.

A RESTORED mausoleum, a house built from 
a railway carriage and Ashford’s shared space 
scheme were among the winners at the Kent 
Design Awards. 

The prestigious ceremony, organised by 
Kent County Council, saw architects behind 
some of the county’s most iconic buildings 
recognised for their work. 

Of the winners, the Damley Mausoleum, in 
Cobham Wood, near Gravesend, received the 
first-ever project of the year award in memory 
of former leader of KCC Lord Sandy Bruce- 
Lockhart, who died in August, 2008. 

Canterbury architects Purcell Miller Tritton 
and PAYE Stonework and Restoration of 


London were applauded for their “labour of 
love” which brought the 18th century listed 
building back to life after years of vandalism, 
and a major fire in 1980. 

KCC’s innovative Ashford shared space 
scheme, which sees pedestrians and cars shar¬ 
ing the roads, picked up the town and village 
renaissance award. 

And an unusual beach house, located near 
Dungeness Power Station and made from a 
19th century railway carriage, was named the 
residential minor development winner. 

Judge Mathew Woodhead, director of urban 
design at DHA Planning in Maidstone, 
said the standard of buildings in and around 


Kent is exceptionally high. 

Mr Woodhead said although there were dif¬ 
ferent categories with unique designs, there 
were four things judges were looking for. 

“These were how the building interacts with 
the surrounding area; usability and who it was 
designed for; quality of the architecture; and 
whether key urban design principles were fol¬ 
lowed,” he said. 

“Personally, I was really impressed by the 
Quarterhouse. It is an iconic building for the 
community and it’s already attracting lots of 
musicians and artists. Despite being modem 
architecture, the actual building follows the 
same principles as the older ones around it.”

EVER since David Walliams surprised 
everyone by swimming the English 
Channel for Sport Relief a few years ago 
the BBC has decided it has to get celebs 
to do similar challenges. 

Mr Walliam’s achievement was impressive. There 
was a real element of‘I could never do that’ for most 
of us, but some of the more recent celebrity escapades 
just become irritating rather than admirable. 

The worst offender was the recent Christine 
Bleakley excursion to France on water skis. We had to 
endure endless weeks of hyped speculation on the 
One Show about whether she would make it or not 
but there was no chance she was ever going to fail. 

There was no way the BBC would allow its top 
talent to come to harm, as was shown with the 
amount of support craft, fitness experts and water 
sport advisors involved in the operation.

I know it is all for a good cause, and I am sure Ms 
Bleakley’s motivation for doing it is sincere, but I 
resent the BBC cashing in on at as an exercise in 
self-promotion. 


There have been impressive achievements this 
year.

Building more roads 
is unsustainable 

Kent Green Party is asking Lord 
Adonis, as Secretary of State for 
Transport, and Ed Miliband, 
Secretary of State for Energy and 
Climate Change, to overrule 
attempts to secure the dualling of 
the A21 and proposals for a new 
Thames Crossing in the Dartford 
area. 

We have asked for alternative 
initiatives which are consistent 
with protecting the environment 
and reducing greenhouse gas 
emissions. Specifically: 

• Adopt Kent and Medway as a 
pilot for a large-scale roll out of the 
Sustainable Travel Towns 
approach. This would entail 
additional staff for local authorities 
in Kent. 

• Block any spending on new road 
transport infrastructure on trunk 
roads in Kent indefinitely while a 
Sustainable Travel Towns approach 
is generally applied to the entire 
county. 

• Institute Eurovignette style 
charging on foreign HGVs using 
Kent’s roads, with charging set at 
the maximum possible level 
permitted by EU law. 

This would offer a region-sized 
follow up to the Sustainable Travel 
Towns pilot; an example of how 
rapid reductions in greenhouse gas 
emissions could be achieved; a 
comparatively low cost route 
towards lower emission transport 
and reductions in traffic congestion. 

We have suggested that such 
expenditure as these steps may 
involve is unlikely to be the 
estimated £1.125 billion the 
Conservatives are set on spending 
on just two road infrastructure 
projects.

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Energetic new KCC 
boss can leave out 
the strawberries

COUNTY Hall’s new boss has been 
warned to steer clear of the 
management tactics that caused 
her former employer to be 
“ridiculed” by the press. 

Kent County Council announced that 
Katherine Kerswell - formerly of 
Northamptonshire County Council - has been 
chosen to replace chief executive Peter Gilroy, 
who steps down in May. 

Cabinet members who interviewed Mrs 
Kerswell said they were impressed with her 
breadth of vision and energy, but according to 
at least one politician that energy can 
sometimes be used in the wrong way. 

Referring to a confusing motivational speech 
in which Mrs Kerswell advised staff to “taste 
the strawberry” as a metaphor for customer 
service, Northants Labour group leader Cllr 
John McGhee said she made the council a 
laughing stock. 

A video of the speech in January, 2008, 
attracted more than 4,000 hits on YouTube 
and was used as the basis for a series of 
comical television and newspaper reports. 


But rather than hide behind her comments, 
Mrs Kerswell capitalised on the publicity and 
launched the council information website 
www.tastethestrawberry.com. 

Cllr McGhee said: “In my opinion she’s had 
some good ideas and some not so good ideas. 

“She was brought in at a very difficult 
economic time when people were being laid 
off, but she kept the authority performing 
well. However, ideas like Taste the strawberry’ 
were just ridiculous when she should have 
been concentrating on more serious issues. 

“The speech was supposed to build 
confidence but we became a laughing stock. 
Everybody used it as a joke and ridiculed it. I 
hope she steers clear of doing something 
similar in Kent.” 

Despite criticism of the slogan, Cllr McGhee 
said he thought Mrs Kerswell had been a 
“reasonable” chief executive and would be 
successful in her new role. 

That sentiment is shared by both the leader 
of the Conservative-led authority Cllr Jim 
Harker, and the opposition Lib Dem group 
leader Cllr Brendan Glynane. 

Cllr Glynane said: “Kent has made a wise 
choice in appointing her and I would say that’s 
a view shared by most councillors.” 

As well as being chief executive at 
Northants, Mrs Kerswell is also president of

the Society of Local Authority Chief 
Executives (Solace) and has worked in local 
government for more than 20 years. At KCC 
she will known under the new title of group 
managing director, and will remain on her 
current salary of £197,000. 

In the last financial year Mr Gilroy was paid 
about £215,000. Mrs Kerswell was named as 
KCC’s top choice after interviews with senior 
Tory members, as well as Lib Dem Cllr Martin 
Vye. Labour’s Cllr Leslie Christie was also 
invited to contribute. 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter said: “We were 
all impressed by Katherine’s breadth of vision 
and energy, and her commitment to placing 
citizens at the heart of the services we deliver. 

The group’s recommendation will go for 
confirmation to the full council on April 1. 
Should all go according to plan, Mrs Kerswell 
will start in Kent at the beginning of July. 


MPs want foreign 
HGVs to pay more 

FOREIGN lorry drivers will have to 
start paying to use Kent’s roads, if a 
committee of MPs gets its way. 

And transport groups have backed the 
controversial recommendation by an all¬ 
party body of MPs. 

According to the House of Commons 
public accounts committee, overseas 
freight traffic should be regulated more 
closely because they pay less for fuel, 
drive unsafe vehicles and frequently 
flout road safety laws. 

Such a proposal could be of great 
significance to Kent, which receives 
thousands of foreign HGVs every year 
through the Tunnel and Port of Dover. 

Between October 1, 2007, and 

September 30, 2008, overseas vehicles 
contributed to 72 accidents and 113 
injuries on the county’s roads. 

Snapped 

However, none of the 841 drivers 
caught by Kent’s safety cameras 
received fines, unlike the 41,585 British 
road-users who were snapped. Last year 
police were given new powers to issue 
on-the-spot fines to foreign motorists 
and add points to their licences. 

However, the public accounts 
committee says such drivers still 
contribute to ten per cent of all lorry 
accidents, despite only three per cent of 
all lorry drivers on the UK’s roads being 
foreign. An AA spokesman said: “UK 
motorists often feel intimidated by left- 
hand drive foreign lorries because they 
know their car may not always be visible 
in the truck’s mirrors.” 

According to the committee’s report, 
foreign HGV drivers also “contribute 
little” in the way of revenue.

AWARD-WINNING singer

The youngest of 11 children, Landsborough 
grew up in Birkenhead and had a childhood 
that was both enchanting and tragic. His sea¬ 
faring brothers would often bring home exotic 
gifts - including, on one memorable occasion, a 
monkey - and the house was full of love and 
laughter. 

But the death of his mother when 
Landsborough was just 12 was a huge blow to 
the boy and he fell into petty crime, eventual¬ 
ly serving two months in prison. 

The shame of his conviction helped to turn 
his life around and after a few years doing 
manual jobs, a friend suggested that he should 
train to become a teacher. As a devoted 
Christian, Landsborough chose to study theol¬ 
ogy, but it soon became apparent that his 
heart lay with music and he swapped courses. 

During his 14 years in the teaching profes¬ 
sion, Landsborough did not give up his dream 
of becoming a musician and he continued to 
perform in clubs and pubs at night. His double 
life took its toll and he often had very late 
nights, followed by early mornings at school. 

When his big break finally arrived, 


Landsborough was sorry to leave the profes¬ 
sion and retained a lot of sympathy for the 
pressure that teachers find themselves under 
today. But the big time was beckoning and fol¬ 
lowing the success of his first song, 
Landsborough went on to have a career that 
must have seemed like a distant dream when 
he was a 14-year-old, picking out tunes on a 
guitar. 

Over the last 15 years, Landsborough has 
performed all over the world and even graced 


the stage at the legendary Grand Ole Oprey in 
Nashville. Despite his massive success, 
Landsborough is a simple man who only has 
ambitions to write music and entertain his 
many fans around the globe. Landsborough is 
a natural performer who engages his audience 
wherever he appears.

RUBBER-face funnyman Jim 
Carrey delivers his best dramatic 
performance since Eternal 
Sunshine Of The Spotless Mind in 
this improbable and utterly incred¬ 
ible true story 

Based on a novel by investigative reporter 
Steve McVicker, I Love You Phillip Morris 
charts the romance of two prison inmates and 
their subsequent journey of self-discovery on 
both sides of the bars. 

Writer-directors Glenn Ficarra and John 
Requa (Bad Santa) strike a pleasing balance 
between laughter and soul-searching in this 
oddball comedy. 

Smouldering 

Crucially, Carrey generates smouldering 
screen chemistry as Stephen Russell with co- 
star Ewan McGregor, convincing us that undy¬ 
ing love and a daredevil spirit can overcome 
anything. 

Truth is far, far stranger than Ficarra and 
Requa’s entertaining fiction, which takes dra¬ 
matic licence with dialogue and abbreviates 
the exploits of their white-collar crime during 
the 1980s and 1990s. 

They escaped incarceration four times and 
paid a terrible price for humiliating the US 
prison service. 

The real Russell was handed a 144-year sen¬ 
tence and must spend 23 hours every day con¬ 
fined to his cell without visitors. That’s no 
laughing matter. 

When we first meet Stephen, he is a happily 
married police officer with a beautiful wife, 
Debbie, and a young daughter. 

However, the family man has a secret: he is 
gay. 

When he can no longer keep the secret, 
Stephen comes out to his wife and moves to 
Florida with boyfriend Jimmy. 


The cost of living fabulously is perilously 
high, and Stephen breaks the law to finance 
his lavish tastes. 

The authorities eventually catch up with the 
swindler and sentence him to time in prison, 
where he meets softly spoken Phillip Morris 
(Ewan McGregor). 

Struggles 

The attraction is instant, and Stephen 
schemes to become his lover’s cellmate. 

When he finally gains parole, Stephen poses 
as a lawyer to get Phillip out of prison early, 
but once they are united on the outside, the 


former con man struggles to mend his ways. 

Phillip lands a high-profile position as chief 
financial officer at a large corporation, where 
the temptation to embezzle is irresistible. 

When the police invariably come knocking 
for their man, Phillip is distraught: “I don’t 
care about the money,” he pleads. 

“All I want is you. I just want us to be togeth¬ 
er.” 

I Love You Phillip Morris is sweet, sexy and 
at times hilarious, posing the obvious dilem¬ 
ma: can a gay con man go straight? 

Carrey keeps his usual nervous tics and

Mara is perfect place to get 
great shot at some wildlife

THERE’S a knack to photo¬ 
graphing the Little Bee- 
eater. 

The picture you want is this: The 
bird is in mid-flight, its green shim¬ 
mering wings flung wide and a just- 
caught bug clamped in its beak. 

Precision timing, a steady hand 
and a little specialist knowledge are 
all essential. With the last of these, 
your pictures are transformed into 
the sort of images to grace a nature 
magazine, and without it you are 
doomed to an endless succession of 
empty branches. 

Paul Goldstein has that knowl¬ 
edge. The award-winning wildlife 
photographer who has coaxed, 
cajoled and demanded the best from 
amateur snappers for years. 

I joined one of his safaris in 
Kenya’s Masai Mara. 

Within minutes of arriving at our 
luxurious camp, we were bouncing 
along in one of Paul’s specially con¬ 
verted vehicles in pursuit of a chee¬ 
tah and her two cubs. 

After barely half an hour in Paul’s 
company, it was already abundantly 
clear he takes no prisoners. 

“Stop mincing!” he yelled, as I fum¬ 
bled with my kit while the vehicle 
jolted across the dry savannah. 

My brand new digital SLR body 
was eventually attached to a lens 
the size of a rocket launcher, bor¬ 
rowed from a fellow traveller who 
hired something even more substan¬ 
tial for this expedition. 

We found the cheetahs bathed in 
honeyed afternoon light, with the 
mother looking wistfully into the 
distance. The scene was beautiful, 
but my companions had other ideas. 

In the distance, a juicy-looking

Thomson’s gazelle grazed near a 
thicket, small and spry - an ideal 
feast for a peckish big cat. 

It was over in a second, the preda¬ 
tor so close there was barely a chase. 
However, for a novice wildlife pho¬ 
tographer, the thrill was intense. 

Only afterwards did I realise I had 
caught the action on camera: The 
cheetah lunging from a swirl of dust, 
front paws stretched out to whip the 
gazelle’s back legs from under it. 

Huge crowds of wildebeest gath¬ 
ered for annual crossings of the 
Mara heading for the Serengeti and 
Tanzania, and we watched in won¬ 
der as animals fought to cross the 
river, unperturbed as crocodiles 
picked off the occasional snack. 

Often we were still out at sunset, 


chasing the dying light for a spot to 
take in the great billowing clouds as 
they bruised against a hot red sky. 
At these times, photographs came 
second to soaking up the astonish¬ 
ing beauty of the dying Mara day 
with a cold beer. 

Much is made of the idea that we 
have progressed from shooting wild 
creatures with guns to using camera 
lenses. While there are similarities - 
you must learn an animal’s habits to 
predict its movements - hunters 
aimed to stop the wildlife in its 
tracks, but we wanted the right 
light, and of course action. 

Thanks to the eagle eyes of our 
guides, and Paul’s knowledge and 
enthusiasm, we had all in abun¬ 
dance.
